Strathmore, and birthplace of the 
Duchess of York, and only today + 
saw the beautiful new 24,000 ton I’. 
& O. liner Strathmo.e doing her trial 
tuns on the Firth of Clyde, 1 do nol 
know who gave the town its name, t 
think it was first of all given to a 
siding several miles east of the pre- 
sent townsite ,and thus probably it 
would be named by a construction en- 
gineer of the C. P, R. perhaps one 
who hailed trom the great Strath ol 
central Scotland. It is an appropriate 
name for the Capital of the Bow Val 
ley. 

U landed in Calgary in June 1909, a 
taw young Scotsman, with the heath- 
er sticking out of my ears, as the 
saying is, and spent three strenuous 
and educative months as one oi the 
two city reporters of the Aibertan, of 
which Mr Wim Davidson was the Wa 
{tor, To his criticism and guidance 1 
owe more than | appreciated at the 
time, | was getting $10 a week (pro 
bably all | was worth) and | happen 
ed to see an advt, for a man able to 
erect and operate a Wharfdule print 
ing press. In this instance the span 
ner, if not mightier than the pen, 
seemed more lucrative, While 1 had 
operated a Wharidale, | had never er 
ected one, but | followed the good ola 
Canadian custom of trying anything 
once, and thus I came to Strathmore, 

When | arrived | found the frame 
of the press partly up, aud a note 
from the man who had apparently 


been on the job before that be haa 
Bot stuck on it, and that the boss 
bad better get somebody else So i 


persevered, and got the machine rup- 
ning successfully. 

Mr W Park Evans, the owner, and 
1 then got busy on setting the type, 
writing the news, and se on, and the 
first issue of the Standard was dated 
October 2, 1909. But troubles 
were not yet over. For the petro! en 
gine that was to drive the press did 
oot turn up, and we decided to print 
the first issue by man power, So we 
engaged several husky men, who 
were to take turns at the handle ol 
the flywheel, After about a hundred 
copies had been printed they — quit, 
and | did not blame them, Then we 
had another bright idea, A M: A kens, 
located later at Keoma, was drilling 
wells in the vicinity, so we got him 
to take his machine to the back ol 
the printing office, cut a hole in the 
wall, and fixed a belt between th 
engine and the press, ‘That worked 
for the first two issues, and then we 
got our permanent engine. 

The ceremony of printing the first 
edition was watched by a good numb- 
er of citizens, I think Dr Girvin got 
the first copy to come of! the press. 
For the first Month or two it was 
practically a one man show, with 
every 
thing from gathering the news (to 
washing the rollers. But we got good 
support from both town and country, 
and the Standard went steadily ahead 

I had one exciting experience 
with the plant in the early days. We 
had squattted on ground next the 
Maple Leaf Hotel, and it was requir 
ed for the extension of the hotel. So 
1 bought the adjoining lot, and pre 
pared to move. Manuel Hirtle had 
jacked the building up, and I was in- 
side jacking up the press to the rol 
lers under it, when a gust of |

was a terrible noise, and ‘Tommy 
Wright, who was then in the Duff | 
Block, came running over to see! 
what had happened, and found me 
arising from the dust. Fortunately the 
press came down straight, and no ser- ' 
ious damage was done.
